Т—АП orders whatever for the government and regulation 
of the Academy emanate from the Committee of 
Management, whose decisions are delivered, through 
their Chairman, to th nt officers of the estab- 
lishment. 








II.—All branches of Music are taught in the Academy; and 
tudents may choose any one of these for their prin cipal 
study. Should the branch for which a male Student 
enters be Composition, Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, 
he may be required to learn, in addition, any orchestral 
instrument the Committee may choose for 














him. 


All Students are cues to learn Harmony and 
Pianoforte; and all are required to attend the Sight- 
Singing Class; and, when competent, to take part in 
the Orchestral and Choral practices, and in all public 
performances of the Academy.
